NOW ARE HAVING 


WAR PROSPERITY 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Columbus, March 31.—Owners ol 


salt wells in Meigs county, which 
since 1850 have been producing on 
a small scale, are enjoying "wai" 
prosperity, according to Prof. J. A. 
Bownocker of the 
department 
of 


geology at OUio State University. 


Salt has not advanced 
in 
price 


since the beginning of the Europoan 
war, but the price of two by-pi od- 
ucts of the Ohio salt fields — bro- 
mine and chlorine—has advanced so 
rapidly that the salt can be sold at 
cost and a profit made out of these 
chemicals, the professor says. 


Germany, before the war, fur- 


nished 75 per cent of the world's 
supply of bromine, the remainder 
coming from the United States. With 
the German supply shut 
off, the 


price of bromine has jumped from 
30 cents to ?4 a pound. Owing to 
a shortage in the supply of chloride 
of lime, the price of that product has 
been boosted from $4 to $9 a ton. 
Chlorine 
and bromine are retain- 


ed iu a solution called bittern after 
the salt has 
been 
evaporated 
by 


steam pipes, run through the brine. 
The bittcrr. is treated with chemicals 
and the bi online distilled off 
The 


chloride ol lime is obtained by evap- 
orating the remaining liquid. It is 
these products that have made Meigs 
county wells more profitable. 
For 


years Ohio Iiad not been a success- 
ful competitor with Michigan and 
New York.

seed corn planted 
is bad. This 


means that about 12 acres of every 
40 acres that are planted yield prac- 
tically nothing. 
The testing of 500 


ears of corn would not take over 3 
days and the extra 
profits . would 


make the 3 days profitable to the ex- 
tent of $300.

A large part of the instincts 
of the child relate to chasing—chas- 
ing one another, chasing the dog, 
chasing the cat, chasing after the 
delivery wagons or sleighs, and so 
on and on.

TIME TO SPRAY 
SAY THE EXPERTS 


Since weather conditions have de- 


layed 
spraying 
operations 
this 


spring, farmers will find it neces- 
sary to hasten this work during the 
rest of the spraying period if they 
are 
to 
protect 
their 
trees 
and 


shrubs from scale, plant lice 
and 


other insects which cause great in- 
jury. 
N. E. Shaw, state nursery 


and orchard inspector, reports San 
Joce scale in every county in the 
state and says it is more generally 
distributed in cities 
and 
villages 


than in farming districts. 


The life of a fruit tree depends 


on the control of this insect. 
Lime- 


sulphur solution diluted with seven 
parts of water, or a goou soluble oil 
diluted with 15 parts of water, is 
effective if used during 
March 
or 


April before the leaves are expanded. 
The spray may be applied with a 
power machine or a hand sprayer. 
The Ohio Experiment 
Station 
en- 


tomologists state that practically 90 
per cent of all the good from spray- 
ing comes from that done during 
March, April and May. This period 
includes the dormant sprayings and 
those immediately before and after 
the 
blossoms 
appear. 
Insecticide 


supply houses are prepared to han- 
dle large orders at this 
time, 
and 


hence the season's supply should be 
ordered at once. 


Plant lice hatch with the opening 


of the fruit buds and 
later 
cause 


knotty 
fruit, 
curled 
leaves 
and 


blighted twigs and branches. 
The 


dying of twigs from fire blight has 
been traced to attacks by these in- 
sects. They 
are 
most 
commonly 


controlled by spraying with nicotine 
sulphate diluted with SOU parts 
of 


water with two pounds of soft soap 
added to each fifty gallons.
